1 . : (Currently Amended) A method for playing a wagering game having a special multi-level 
progressive payout with a first progressive jackpot and a second progressive jackpot, the method 
comprising: 

conducting a basic game having a randomly selected outcome; 
accepting a basic wager from the player to play the basic game; 

presenting a side-wager option to a player, the side-wager option permitting the player to 
make a side-wager separate from the basic wager to be eligible for the special multi- 
level progressive payout; 

contributing a first percentage of at least one of the wagers to the first progressive jackpot 
and contributing a second different percentage of at least one of the wagers to the 
second progressive jackpot: and 

in response to the player selecting the option to be eligible for the special multi-level 
progressive payout by making the side-wager separate from the basic wager, 
crediting the player the first progressive jackpot when a first randomly selected 
outcome occurs in the basic game and crediting the player the second progressive 
jackpot when a second randomly selected outcome occurs in the basic game.
